Sunday morning I found a large 
group of children and adults con- 
stituting a live and wide-awake 
school. I. did enjoy myself im- 
mensely. In the 11 a.m. service I 
read the scriptures, (Romans 8) 
and gave a few comments and of- 
fered prayer. The evening’s service 
was well attended, although the 
weather was yet bad. I delivered 
the message Sunday evening titled, 
“The Madness of Sin.” Several. peo- 
ple of other Reformations and par- 
ticularly the Salvation Army who 
had learned of my praying for the 
sick came for special prayer at the 
close of the service. God marvel- 
ously blessed us. There was ‘one 
admission to the Church. 

To the Saints of the Church of 
God in Christ, I wish to inform you 
that the possibilities of spreading 
the gospel under the banner of the 
said Church presents a great op- 
portunity to reach this, the whole 
of Central America; with adequate 
consideration bieng shown to the 
work in British Honduras. A beach- 
head can be established in reach- 
ing this area of the Western Hem- 
isphere. 

There are approximately 70,000 
people in British Honduras alone 
and manytof these people are ynem- 
bers of foreign Pentecostal groups 
and they would like very much to 
come into our Fellowship, but to 
reach these pepole effectively there 
is a tremendous need of funds for 
the purpose of secular and religious 
education as well as for evange- 
lising. 

On Monday night, February 14, 
I was carried by Bishop Bennett 
and a group of members to a small 
‘church at Sand Hill. The people in 
the bush, area; seem to deeply and 
most religiously appreciate the ef- 
forts of Bishop Bennett and out 
of respect to him, the Church was 
jammed to capacity. The Spirit of 
the Lord: seemed to have been very 
great and there was much rejoicing 
among the Saints. 

At present, there is no minister 
eligible for the pastorate of this 
district; as a result Sister Inez 
Lawrence has been ‘delegated’ au- 
thority ‘to carry on in the absence 
of Bishop Bennett. Two things 
were quite obvious as far as im- 
micdiate needs were concerned: 

1. The builidng needs repairs, and 
immediately. In fact I could not 
stand in the pulpit because of de- 
cayed flooring.

What I am trying to get over to 
you is ‘this: there 
educational system in British Hon- 
duras; government depends upon 
the Church to educate its youth, if 
the church fails in this then it can- 
not ‘reach the adults. I would like 
to reiterate, the paramount need 
here is to provide facilities to edu- 
cate the youth and that. in itself 
will give us an avenue or channel 
by which we can evangelize the 
adults. This colony is said to be, 
in the majority, Catholic, why is 
that? The Catholic church has 


‘spent literally hundreds of dollars 


to educate, shelter and clothe the 


need of British Honduras. 


There is a terrific unemployment 
situation in British Honduras, with 
only a small portion of the popu- 
lation at the moment employed. 
For a:woman, a job paying from 
$2.50 to $3.00 B. H. currency is said 
to be a good job. A ,man receiving 
from $12 to $25 per week is said 
to have an exceptionally good job. 
So you can readily see, with the 
price of commodities as exorbitant 
as they are, with’ the small. wage 
income, life in British Honduras is 
the point of bare existence. 

There ‘are no old-age retirement 
plans, no social security, no Gov- 
ernment supported ‘housing pro- 
jects, no free public schools. Relief 


‘of any sort is almost unheard of 


in this colony. With the oppor- 
tunity that has been granted us 
through Bishop Bennett, doors for 
evangelism has been swung wide. 
The Nazarenes, Assemblies of God, 
Seventh Day Adventists, Baptists, 
Methodists and. Catholic and all 
other religious organizations which 


‘are represented in the colony must 


face a terrific challenge from the 
Church of’ God in Christ, if and 
when the Church receives adequate 
financial sustenance.
